PURPOSE: Procedures t'oi* processing the sale or rental of police 

training films are established by this order. 

INFORMATION: Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 103.44, empowers 

the Board of Police Commissioners to authorize sale or 
rental of police training films produced by the Department. These 
films may be sold or rented to law enforcement agencies, organizations 
engaged in the training of law enforcement officers, or other qualified 
public or private organizations approved by the Board. The section 
provides that the Board shall establish fees for such sales or rentals 
>f,hlch shall be based upon, and shall not exceed, the entire pro rata 
coat to the City ®f the production, rental or sale of such films. 


PROCEDURE: 

I. Public Information Division shall be responsible for processing 
all requests for sale or rental of police training films and 
shall: . 

A. Notify the Police Accountant and Scientific Investigation 
Division when requests for sale or rental of police 
training films are received. (A copy of the request shall 
be forwarded to the Police Accountant and Scientific In¬ 
vestigation Division.) 

B. Submit requests received from bona fide law enforcement 
agencies or organizations engaged in the training of law 
enforcement officers to the Chief of Police for approval. 

C Cause an Investigation to be made w'hen other public or 

private organizations wish to buy or rent police training 
films The findings of the investigation shall be for¬ 
warded to the Chief ©f Police to be submitted to the 
Roard of Police Commissioners for approval. 

D. PorJiard approved requests to Scientific Investigation Di¬ 
vision.
